THE CHINA WALL. 


HONGKONG, MONDAY, Nov, 3, 1879, 


THe importance to Hongkong of the 
development of Formosan resources must 
be our excuse (if any is necessary), for 
again referring to that subjec.- Our 
recont remarks bearing upon the anfor- 
tunate result of the Colliery oporations 
in the North of the Island, owing to the 
peculiarities of mandarin ‘changes and 
the recognised evils of official corruption, 


80 far as official changes are onoreaaee 
to the checks to, progress lately experi- 
enced at Taiwan, in.the South. As in 
the case of the Keelung: scheme, much 
was expected from the proposed: dredging 
operations at the port of Taiwan’; but 
the death of the old Taoutai of that dis 
trict, who had been in office for over six 
years and had taken great interest in 
improvements to the port, including .the 
important scheme of dredging the .har- 
bour, gave a. shock ‘to that project from 


which it may take years to recover. ‘It. 


may be remembered that the’ growing 
trade of Southern Formosa was found 
to bo greatly hampered by the condition 
of the harbour, and outside influence was 


| brought to bear upon the:native officials 


to remedy this evil: ‘Tho Tacutai’ of 
Taiwan, who has lately passed away, waa 
a friend of progress, and tho greatest 
hopes were entertailed that. an efficient 
steam-dredger’ would have’ been soon 
secured, by meansof which the commerce 
and trade of that port would have been 
most materially facilitated and extended,

Colonel Gordon, well known in the East 
as ‘Ohinese Gordon,” who crushed the 
formidable Taiping rebellion which for 
years defied all the efforts of the generals 
of the “‘ Middle Kingdom,” and avon threa- 
tened the very existence of the Tartar 
dynasty which occupies the throne of 
China, has for some years past, been doing 
good work in Soudan as proconsal of the 
Viceroy of Egypt. With the able assis. 
tance of hia leutenant Gessi, who gained 
his first knowledge of the war as en inter- 
proter attached to the British army in the 
Crimea, Colonel. Gordon has succeeded in 
destroying. the groat slave dealing frater. 
nity who annually dragged thousands of 
wretched victims from equatorial Africa to 
supply tho slave markets of Turkey and 
Egypt. . Taking into consideration the 
short timo that Colonel Gordon has been 
employed, his success more than sustains 
his previous high reputation. He first 
went out in 1874 and found everything in 
confusion and completely given over to the 
rapacity and incompetence of native officials. 
Between the time of his arrival and 1876 
he organized tho government, opened to 
peaceable interconree the line of the Nile 
to the Equator, pacifying all the riparian 
tribea and establishing posts along the 
banks, so that a letter now travels in safety. 
from Cairo to the Equatorial Lakes. In 
addition to oll this he bas captured literally 
hundreds of slave caravans and finally has 
deatroyed the whole power of the alava-
